THE INVINCIBLE TA X I. 
(From the New York Sun.) 
The British tank, which has Just 
won the greatest victory on the west­ 
ern front since the Marne, and the 
greatest victory against field fortifi­ 
cations that history records, 
com­ 
bines in its cyclopean body three fhi- 
portant attributes. 
It can shoot, it 
can crush and it can travel. 
We are told that the tank was first 
used by British engineers in the bat­ 
tle of the Somme. 
The monster has 
since attained a length of 23 feet and 
a width of nine feet, standing eight 
feet high and weighing over 12 tons 
without its armor. 
This armor is of 
the sort used by naval vessels and 
nothing but siege artillery has any 
effect on it; even that is effective only 
at long range, for when the tank 
comes within a certain distance the 
heavy guns cannot be pointed down­ 
ward sufficiently to aim at the tank. 
As the tank lumbers forward on 
Its caterpillar tractor belts it lays 
down on each side of its body two 
lines of steel rails, jointed in short 
sections, and these rails are laid and 
picked up, relaid and picked up again 
in an endless cycle promoted by the 
endless belts on which the tank cov­ 
ers the ground. 
For the tank can cover ground at 
four miles an hour *¡¿hen the ground 
and other circum stances favor, at two 
and a half miles an hour when in ac­ 
tion, 1|s tough hide repelling machine 
gun fire, three-inch shells and rifle 
bullets; its semi-concealed field guns 
blazing away at the enemy ahead or 
enflading- shooting along the length 
of—an enemy trench; 
Ha 
self-laid 
tracks bridging trenches; its perpe- 
ually padding belts gripping the brok­ 
en ground as it proceeds up hill and 
down dale regardless of highways; 
its terrible weight smashing through 
a brick wall, cracking and brushing 
as!d«T sizable trees, tearing a wide 
gap through a field of barbed wire, 
riding down and grinding to bits ma­ 
chine gun nesta. 
The tank can turn around in its 
own length, rearing itself on its hin-

server from the commander of the 
artillery battery.

Signal corps men are mounted, and 
In most cases under present war con­ 
ditions they are equipped with fast 
motor vehicles instead of horses. 
These men are never called upon 
to do any actual fighting, although 
they are often exposed to greater dañ­ 
a r a than the men who do actual fight­ 
ing, hut have the protection of the 
trench walls and embankments.
